Debate Proves 
McCarthy Is 
A Necessity 

McCarthylsm Is necessary, ar 
gued the victorious affirmative 
team of Carol Segal and Glen 
Selbrasse, winning a cloeo decis- 
ion over their opponents Elaine 
Newman and Bob Reich. Tho con- 
text wbb Judged by Isidore "Red* 
Vablon, president of the ASUS 
Debating Committee. 

Glen Selbrasse began tor the 
affirmative by demonstrating tho 
necessity of McCarthylsm — both 
to free the U.S. government from 
"Communist Infiltration"; and to 
clean up the ^'moral confusion" 
which allowed the late Joseph 
Stalin and his followers to take 
over In so many European coun- 
tries. 

The first speaker for the neg- 
ative. Rob Reich, argued mainly 
against the methods of McCar- 
thylsm, and stated that they 
seemed to have accomplished very 
little in their so-called goal of 
exterminating the Communist 
party in the U.S.A. He concluded 
bis speech with the fact that Mc- 
Carthylsm has little, if any, sup- 
port from the European leaders. 

Carol Segal, the second affirm- 
ative debater pointed out that 
McCarthylsm was fighting the 
"enemy within", and was giving 
tho Communist issue the con- 
sideration it needed, by bringing 
It out Into tho open. If. she con- 
tinued, McCarthy's methods are 
not approved or, fire must be 
fought with fire. 

The Negative had as tlvelr 
last speaker Elaine Newman, who 
again demonstrate the injustice 
of McCarthy's methods, nnd gave 
a vlgourous rebuttal to tho Af- 
firmative arguments. 

Rod Ynblon, in Judging the de- 
bate, gave constructive criticism 
to the four speakers, and finally 
chose tho best speaker of the 
afternoon— Carol Segal of the 
Affirmative.
